Soviets Occupy 
Vyazma, Head 


For Smolensk

LONDON, Saturday, March 13. 
(?\—The Red army captured Vy- 


azma and killed 9,000 Germans 
yesterday in the »owerful central 
front sweep toward the Nazi 
anchor of Smolensk, but in the 
south Moseow announced another 
withdrawal in the critical third 
battle for Kharkov, which the Ger- 
mans said was the scene of a bit- 
ter street struggle. 

Outnumbered aussian troops 
again fell back west of Kharkov to 
new positions, the midnight Mos- 
cow bulletin said, while on the 
south side of the Ukrajne strong- 
hold eight waves of attacking 
Nazis were beaten down, the en- 
emy losing 23 tanks and 800 men. 

House-to-House Fight. 

The German high command haa 
announced earlier that its troops 
had broken into the city. Accounts 
from both sides made it clear that 
the battle was approaching the 
magnitude of the fight for Stalin- 
grad. The Russians stressed that 
_their troaps were combatting “nu- 
merically superior” forces, rein- 
forced by reserves brought from 
western Europe. 

Late last night the house-to- 
house struggle still was going on, 
German radio reports said, and 
Rome's station quoted Berlin dis- 
patches saying Nazi troops “ocCu- 
py the northern and western parts 
of the town as well as the center 
as far as the Red Square.” 

Soviet troops were said still to 
hold the southern part. 

Russians Under Assault. 

One Berlin propaganda agency, 
the International Information Bu- 
reau, earlier had been quoted by 
the German radio as saying that 
Kharkov was recaptured, but this 
subsequently was qualified to ac- 
knowledge “extremely fierce fight- 
ing is still in progress in south 
Kharkov.” 

The Russians were under assault 
not only at Kharkov but on a long 
line running southeast of the city 
into the Donets basin at a point 
below Voroshilovgrad. In the in- 
termediate Izyum sector, 75 miles 
southeast of Kharkov, the mid- 
night communique said, one Soviet 
unit had killed 300 Germans and 
destroyed 11 tanks in repulsing 
another German attack. | 

Seven German tanks and a 
company of enemy troops also 
were knocked out in another un- 
identified sector in this area, said 
the bulletin recorded by the Soviet 
radio monitor here. 

Smolensk Threatened. 

On the central front it was a 
different story. Although the Ger- 
mans said they had abandoned 
Vyvazma, the Russians said it fell 
only after a “determined assault” 
as the Red army pushed on along 
the railway leading directly to 
Smolensk, 100 miles away. 

Smolensk was threatened by 
miher Russian troops striking 
down from the Bely sector, 80 
miles to the northeast, and auxil- 
iary Red army formations fanning 
out between Vyazma and Bely in 
the Sychevka sector. Aside from 
enormous booty seized at Vyazma, 
the Russians said their troops had 
taken more than a score of Nazi 
tanks, and large quantities of 
other equipment in the steady 
pursuit of the Germans. 

The only other major action re- 
ported on the Russian front was 
a raid by Russian Stormovik 
planes onthe Nazi airdrome at 
Ore!, the hinge of the central and 
southern fronts. Fifteen planes 
were destroved and 20 damaged, 
the communique said.

Party lines have no place in the 
all-out war Americans are fighting 
to preserve their way of life, and 
the only requisite for good citizen- 
ship is that “we all be good Amer- 
icans,” Frank Knox, secretary of 
the Navy. in Atlanta to celebrate 
the raising of funds to build a bat- 
tle cruiser to replace the U. S. 5S.

Knox said any thought that the 
United States and her Allies 
would not win the war is unthink- 
able, but added “it will be a long 
war and will demand every re 
source.” 

He praised the legislature for 
its contribution to the war effort, 
but held out no hope for early 
victory. 

Party Lines Barred. 

“I am serving as @ member of 
the cabinet in the opposition party 
on the invitation of the command- 
er of our forces,” Knox said. “I 
am honored to do that. ,During 
this emergency, I am an American 
and party lines are no considéra- 
tion. 

“A year ago the Japanese were 
on a rampage in the east, sweep- 
ing things before them. Hitler 
was winning unprecedented victo- 
ries throughout Europe. The pic« 
ture was dark.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN 
AUSTRALIA, Saturday, March 13. 
UP\—Allied airmen scored a direct 
hit on a 7,000-ton Japanese mer- 
chant ship and shot down four of 
eight intercepting enemy fighters 
at Ambon on the Island of Am- 


boina north of Australia, a com. 
munique said today. 

The hit was made with a 500- 
pound bomb, and harbor and shore 
installations also were attacked, 
the communique said, although 
heavy.clouds and rain obscured 
full results of the raid. 

All Allied planes returned safe- 
ly to their base, it added. 

Timor, another Japanese-held 
Dutch possession, also was at- 
tacked, but weather also prevent- 
ed accurate observation of the 
damage. 

But enemy aircraft caught on 
the ground were strafed heavily 
and damaged, as was a 300-ton 
motor vessel and lugger. 

Two of four intertepting enemy 
planes were shot down in this ac- 
tion, and no Allied planes were 
lost, the bulletin said.

Text of Secretary Knox’s Talk| 


Following is the text of Sec- 
retary of the Navy Knox's 
speech at the ctty auditorium 
last night; 

Mr. Chairman, distinguished 
guests, people of Atlanta, and peo- 
ple of Georgia—the Empire State 
of the South: 

This great swine exemplify- 
ing Georgia patriofism, Georgia 
determination and Georgia hos- 
pitality, will have  repercussion 
throughout the length and 
breadth of our country. What you 
are doing here and now will 
doubtless inspire others to do like- 
wise. 

I have come here to celebrate 
with you the accomplishment of 
the great task you set for your- 
selves and to accept the funds 
which you have so generously pro- 
vided, through the purchase of war 
bonds, to build a new cruiser At- 
lanta. In thus accepting, I speak 
for all the American people, for 
whom you here in Georgia have 
set a shining example. I speak 
particularly for the more than 
30,000 loyal sons of Georgia in the 
Navy, and for the many times that 
number in our great Army. To- 
night, you have shown those other 
Georgians, far away, that they do 
not fight alone. That you are with 
them in spirit. That you will glad 
ly back them with your effort, and 
your resources, until the last shot 
has been fired. You have shown 
them, again, that you are true 
Georgians. 

CITY RESPONDS QUICKLY 
TO CRUISER’S LOSS 

Just two months ago, on Jan- 
uary 11, the Navy Department an- 
nounced that the U.S.S. Atlanta had 
been sunk during a victorious ac- 
tion in the waters off the Selo- 
mon Islands.

FATALITIES OF CRUISER 
GREAT LOSS TO NATION . 
It is our great national loss that 
some of her men were not to sur- 
vive their ship’s last action. One 
of these was Rear Admiral Nor- 
man Scott, finest product of the 
American naval school of seaman- 
ship and strategy.

Growers Now Will Get 
All Fuel Allotted Them 
for Work. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—(?) 
With the spring plowing and 
planting season at hand, Petro- 
leum Administrator Harold L. 
Ickes acted today to assure farm- 
ers in the oil-short east that they 
will actually get all the gasoline | 
that is allotted them for their 
work. 

This was done by authorizing 
primary suppliers among the oil 
companies to exceed the sales quo- 
tas set last December if it becomes 
necessary to insure that retailers 
will have enough gasoline to fur- 
nish farmers with all their cou- 
pons entitle them to. 

Ickes’ office cautioned that it 
would not mean that farmers in 
the 17 eastern states affected by 
the action could get more gasoline 
than was allowed them by the Of.- 
fice of Price Administration’s ra- 
tion boards. 

Spokesmen said the purpose of 
the action was to make certain 
that regulations of the Petroleum 
Administration did not impose 
technical curbs on sales to farmers 
while suppliers actually had gaso- 
line on hand to satisfy their re 
quirements. 

The regulations hold total with- 
drawals from suppliers’ stocks to 
a certain amount that varies from 
month to month. This month, the 
gasoline quota for the entire 17- 
State area is 315,000 barrels a day. 

The spokesmen said they thought 
suppliers who exceed their quotas 
to make sales to farmers could 
make up the overdraft by getting 
gasoline from other _ suppliers 
whose sales run below their 
quotas.

Thrills of Riding 
Atop Supply Ship 
Related by Atlantan 


By M: L. ST. JOHN. 

Riding on top of an explosive supply ship which Japanese 
planes and warships vainly tried to prevent reaching Allied 
fighters on the Guadalcanal front, Lieutenant F. P. Ryan, of 
120 Wellington street, S. W., had many harrowing experi- 
ences during 10 months’ service in the southern Pacific. 
Ryan’s ship was damaged during an engagement, but the 
young officer was not injured. 


He is now spending a furlough 
with his wife, the former Miss 
Synelle Trotter, whom he married 
just before going on active duty in 
May, 1941. 


Saw Tide Turn. 


Lieutenant Ryan saw the tide of 
battle at Guadalcanal turn from 
the Japarfese to an American vic- 
tory as his ship carried gasoline, 
munitions, food and clothing to 
the front line fighters. When 
Ryan's ship first began transport- 
ing supplies from the base to tie 
advanced fighters, food and equip- 
ment were scarce, he said. When 
he left there recently, tue Allied 
supply lines were pretty well open 
and supplies were coming in fine. 

Ryan watched the Japs sink the, 
Astoria, Quincy, Vincennes, and 
the Australian cruiser Canberra on 
August 9, 1942, in an early attack 
on Guadalcanal. Then he witness- 
ed many surface and aerial en- 
gagements in which the Allies; & 
drove the Japs off Guadalcanal. |: 
The supply ship, on which Ryan 
served as a navigation officer, took 
part in a half dozen engagements} 
on the outer fringes ofethc major 
battles. 


Guns Blasted. 


Probable death came mighty 
clove to Ryan when a Jap torpedo 
plane came so close ke could see 
the pilot’s frightened face as he 
vainly fought to get out of the 
crashing plane. 

“The plane tried to turn loose a 
torpedo on us,” Ryan related, “But 
our Ship turned suddenly to face 
the plane, and our #uns began 
blasting. They say a lot about Jap 
But I can tell you, 
[ saw the face of that pilot, and he 
was more concerned with getting 
out of his falling plane than he 
was in trying to cut loose a tor- 
pedo on us. He crashed and died 
without the plane or torpedo hit- 
ting our ship.” 

The supply ships are protected 
by an umbrella of Allied planes. 
It was one of these American 
planes that saved Ryan’s ship from 
damage or destruction in one of 
the most exciting of Ryan’s ex- 
periences. 

Met by American, 

“We heard the roar of a plane, 
looked up, and saw that a Zero 
had slipped in practically on top 
of us,” the young officer said. “He 
was coming in at tremendous 
speed. Suddenly out of the skies 
on top of him zoomed an Ameri- 
can plane, its guns blazing. The 
Jap plane literally burst into 
pieces. The American plane's 
landing gears were wrecked in the 
encounter. It pancaked on the 
water, and we pulled out the pilot. 
He dismissed it as just another 
plane—it was his eighth, he said, 
as he started to rejoin his patrol.”

Welcome Rationing 

Reaction to the announcement that meat 
and some other food products will be rationed, 
beginning April 1, was welcomed by most 
housewives. The reaction seemed to be that a 
fair system of rationing would make marketing 
for household supplies easier than it is under 
present conditions. Rationing would put every- 
one on equal footing, and it is preferable to 
share alike what supplies are available, than 
to be repeatedly faced with empty shelves or 
show cases in the retail markets. 

Rationing will give every person approxi- 
mately two pounds of meat per week. That is, 
for home cooked meals. Meat eaten in restau- 
rants will be that much extra. In addition to 
meat, butter, cheese, canned fish and edible 
oils will be rationed. 

Steps to prevent the wild rush of hoarders 
who attempt to stock up on articles later to 
be rationed have been taken in connection to 
the new rationing so soon to go into effect. 
If it develops that there is any abnormal buy- 
ing rush for any of the affected articles, that 
commodity will be entirely removed from the 
market. Thus if too much cheese is being 
bought in the next day or two, no ciieese what- 
ever will be sold until after the rationing goes 
into effect. 

As a.matter of tact anyone who tries to 
buy an unusual quantity of any to-be-rationed 
goods is not only un-American and a practicer 
of subversive activities in the war, he or she 
is utterly foolish. For rationing is the only 
fair way to divide among us all what we have. 
Rationing, it should be re1zaembered, works two 
ways. It limits the amount anv individual 
may purchase, but at the same time it guar- 
antee.s sufficient supplies to each and all of us.

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WASHINGTON PARADE

THREE RECORD-BREAKERS WASHINGTON, March 12.— 


As an example for the rest 
of the country, the Senate Truman Investigating Committee has 
brought to Washington three of the nation’s most successful ship- 
builders with the idea that, by calling attention to their achieve- 

ments, others may adopt their methods with 
beneficial results to the entire war program. 

What the committee did, therefore, was 
equivalent to pinning a badge of merit on the 
three shipbuilders. It marks a commendable 
departure. from the practice of some congres- 
sional investigating bodies in summoning per- 
sons for a panning instead of complimenting 
them on their good works. 

The three shipbuilders singled out for such 
signal honors are Andrew J. Higgins, of the 
Higgins Industries, Inc., New Orleans; Henry 
Kaiser, of California, and Homer Ferguson, of 
the Newport News Shipbuilding & Drydock 
Company. 

Each of them has broken all records in 
their respective fields. None of them has any 
labor problem as regards strikes and ab- 
senteeism. All of them came up the hard way 
and are outstanding examples of the type of 

men that made America great. 
Aside from their dynamic qualities, the one thing they have in 
common is a will to get things done, regardless of the obstacles. 
When Mr. Kaiser ran into difficulties in getting steel for his 
operations he did not rely on government priorities. He went out 
and built steel mills of his own. 


EVEN SHORTER COURSE When Mr. Higgins was con- 


fronted with a similar problem 
he took a more spectacular and even shorter course. He dismantled 
an old steel bridge and some buildings to get the materials which 
otherwise might have been delayed for months in reaching his 
plants. 

All three of the distinguished industrialists have, uncommonly 
enough, hit upon the same magnificent idea in commanding the 
maximum effort of their workers. There are no labor troubles in 
their plants, no absentee problem worthy of the name, for the 
reason that they have built up a high state of morale among their 
workers. 

The people who work for Higgins, Kaiser and Ferguson all 
swear by them. Somehow their workers have been imbued with 
a part of the same spirit that has made these three companies 
great—a spirit developed by the driving force of the personalities 
of the three men who run them. 


“MORALE DOES IT!” oe is what does it,” Mr. Higgins 
to 


the Truman committee. “Our 
boys are making money and we are glad to pay it. They have 
given more blood to the Red Cross for plasma than the rest of 
the city of New Orleans combined, and in the last war chest drive 
they left the rest of the city so far behind it was pitiful.” 
Much of the same is true of the Kaiser and Ferguson workers. 
How are they made to do it? 
“By mixing praise with hell raising,’ Mr. Higgins answered, 
in giving his own formula. “We work things out together. When 
there is an issue or a dispute, we just sit around the table and work 


things out—in a sound-proof room.” 


THREE TYPES Of the three, Mr. Kaiser is perhaps the most 

colorful. Certainly he is the most widely 
advertised. His launching of a 10,000-ton Liberty ship in 10 days 
and less through short-cut assembly methods was a spectacular 
thing. The Germans are still saying it can’t be done. 

Mr. Ferguson, though conservative and less colorful, is more 
thorough in his ways. The Kaiser plants turn out ships faster than 
he does, but his Newport News, Va., company produces them with 
less man-hours and consequently at less cost. 

Mr. Higgins is by far the most dynamic of the lot. He is equally 
resourceful and efficient. Moreover, he fairly exudes that quality 
of forceful leadership which causes men to follow others blindly 
in any enterprise. He has courage, imagination, and self-confidence 
as well. : 


SAW WAR COMING These qualities are well illustrated in 
t 


he manner in which he prepared his 
company for the present war crisis. Long before the German in- 
vasion of Poland, Mr. Higgins was convinced that the world was 
headed for another bloody conflict. He saw the clash coming as 
far back as 1935, when Hitler began to rearm. 

When the Nazis moved into Poland, he foresaw the inevitable 
involvement of the United States ultimately. He immediately went 
out to prepare for it. Without waiting for orders for ships and 
munitions that were to come in time, he went out and purchased 
millions of dollars worth of materials—enough to have bankrupted 
his company if his foresight had been wrong. It took courage to 
do that. 

Later, as events began to materialize just as he had foreseen, 
the Higgins Industries were organized and prepared. Every bit of 
this was done through private initiative—the kind of initiative and 
self-assurance that has brought America to what it is today. 

A similar foresight on the part of 


IF CONGRESS HAD— 
congress that far back would have 


found our defenses so well prepared that the foul blow at Pearl 
Harbor probably would never have been struck. 

Among the Higgins workers at New Orleans such mottoes as 
these have been distributed: “Only fools say it can’t be done.” 
“As soon as a man realizes he is unafraid, things begin to happen.” 
“The easiest way to attract favorable attention is to do more than 
you are supposed to do—cheerfully.” 

Here are three men and mottoes which industry as a whole 
might well fellow. The senate committee has performed a meri- 
torious service in commending their leadership to the nation.

I think his story is the first honest one I ever heard. Most of 
the great singers and dancers I have met were born in wagons 
escaping from Russia and started dancing or singing in a Shanghai 
cafe. 

Mr. Weede, who is three-fourths Irish, first managed to attract 
attention with his voice while singing in one of those outhouse 
buildings. I think he is the only bathroom singer who ever

has been doing a lot of war work with his singing.

Hardboiled Banks; 
They Do Give a Lot 
Without Any Profit 


Many of us are inclined to think 
of banks as cold-blooded corpora: 
tions intent only on raking in in. 
terest and soak- 
ing the public 
for all the fees 
possible under 
the law. 

But I was 
chatting the 
other day with 
a bank official 
who spent a 
half-hour mak- 
ing out some 
papers for me 
in which no fee 
was involved, 
no possible 
profit to the 
bank — except 
in good will. 

“It's part of the job,” he said, 
cheerfully. . 

“We have figured that govern- 
mental red tape, especially since 
Pearl Harbor, has required the 
full time of one official—well up 
in the salary list—and a couple of 
assistants or secretaries. I don’t 
mean that any one officer devotes 
all his time to that job—but it 
figures out that way. No profit 
in that, but it’s all right with us. 

“As for free service to the pub- 
lic—customers who can’t grasp 
the intricacies of blanks and forms 
and questionnaires—we are glad 
to help. But I'll make a bet that 
10 per cent of my time during 
business hours is devoted to this 
work and that goes also for near- 
ly all the officers and assistants. 
I'd say this free service, which 
we gladly give, would demand the 
full time of one executive and two 
or three assistants. And that’s all 
right, too.”

His tastes are simple, his family 
small, and he has a nest egg. Nor 
is he faced with discharging a 
staff of old and faithful employes, 
because he hasn’t any. His small 
office staff is new and better jobs 
with the government are in sight 
for them. 

“I think I learned a lesson from 
that noted depression of some 
years ago,” he explained. “We 
tried to carry on—but my busi- 
ness is something of a luxury busi- 
ness and people were not indulg- 
ing in luxuries in those days. So 
I ran behind with my office rent 
for about two years and didn’t 
catch up and square the accounts 
until a year or two ago. I was 
pouring money, in the form of 
overhead, down a bottomless rat- 
role.” 

This time it isn’t the depression 
but priorities. If you can’t get 
materials you can’t fill orders— 
even if they're stacked a foot high 
on your desk.

My friend isn’t kicking. He says 
it's all part of the war and no- 
body’s fault. But he doesn’t feel 
like paying out a big overhead 
every month—with all going out 
and nothing coming in. So he is 
Moving out to save office rent— 
and nobody will lose by that, for 
some government agency or some- 
body ousted by a government 
agency will be waiting to grab his 
offices. 

No, he isn’t going fishing, which 
I would probably do in like cir- 
cumstances. He's going to take a 
job. Several have been offered 
him because he is a smart and 
able business man and a lot of 
people know it.

ABOARD A U.S. TRANSPORT. 
(Delayed.)—INS)—The motto of 
the United States Troop Transport 
Command is “Catch ’em young, 
treat ‘em rough (if the ocean is 
ditto) and tell ‘em nothing.” 

As we sail through the Mediter- 
ranean, we obviously cannot be 
more than 24 to 72 hours from our 
final destination. But today we 
are actually as ignorant of our 
destination as we were when we 
left an east coast port of embar- 
kation in America many, many 
days ago. 

It is as plain as the nose on 


Jimmy Durante’s face that we are 

going to land some place in North 

|'Africa. That much the brass hats 

‘can scarcely keep from the pas- 

_sengers without blindfolding us. 
$64 Question. 

If the captain of our transport 
or our transport commander know 
where we are going, they aren’t 
talking. The great, over-all $64 
question of this voyage: “Where 
are we going?” is still unan- 
swered. 

This is the one never-ending, 
never-tiresome, never-boring topic 
aboard a troop transport. “Where 
are we going” is the first question 
we ask as we come aboard and I 
am certain many of us will be 
asking it when we land. 

In reality, a troop transport is a 
rumor factory beside which the 
little, smoke-filled rooms at a po- 
litical convention stand as monu- 
ments to veracity. 

Rumors Over Ship. 

As our convoy has zigzagged 
further and further from home, 
rumors concerning our destination 
have landed us everywhere from 
Liverpool to Liberia, from Casa- 
blanca to Capetown, and from 
Melbourne to Murmansk. 

When we left the United States, 
with a thin coating of ice on the 
decks, there was even betting that 
we were headed for England, de- 
spite the dust respirators and gog- 
gles in our barracks bags. Then, 
as we hit the warm gulf stream 
two days out and a hot, bright 
sun forced us to shed several 
layers of clothing, we were all 
certain that we were Africa-bound, 
despite the 
woolies in our shoulder packs. 

Australia May Be. 

After we left the gulf stream 
and cold winds blew again across 
a steely sea, a rumor spread like 
wildfire that we were paralleling 
the United States coast line and 
would soon go through the Pan- 
ama canal on our way to Austra- 
lia. 

At the end of the first week, a 
curious and persistent rumor de- 
veloped which never fails to be 
repeated solemnly each morning 
as red-hot stuff straight off the 
griddle. It is this: “Last night

hi were true, we would 
now vé at the North Pole instead 
‘of in the Mediterranean. But be- 
‘fore we entered the Mediterrane-

Landing at Naples? 

Tomorrow morning at breakfast 
‘I fully expect someone with in- 
| side dope straight from the third 
‘assistant engine room wiper to 
assure me that we went due north 
for four hours during the night 
and will land at Naples at 8 p. m. 
on Sunday. 

When you board a troop trans- 
port, you simply go along for the 
ride, destination unknown. Our 
transport commander @ays this is 
the first of many long voyages 
for him in which he has sailed 
without even sealed orders. But in 
this heavily protected convoy, 
daily instructions or sailing orders 
have come from one of our protect- 
‘ing vessels. Only the man with 
‘the gold braid on the big ship 
knows where we are going. In this 
‘one respect a transport trip re-

bition: The cruise to nowhere. 
Those were the cruises in which a 
ship and its passengers bog zig- 
zagged beyond the continental wa- 
ters of the United States until the 
liquor supply was exhausted.

A man _ on 
transport would certainly die if he 
were ever bitten by a snake ! 


Casablanca Champagne. 


This reminds me that a large 
section of the troops aboard this 
transport were praying that we 
would land at Casablanca until 
their hopes were dashed by cur 
passage into the Mediterranean. 
Two nights before we sailed from 
home, an American newspaper cor- 
respondent who lectured them on 
the situation in Africa, assured 
them that champagne is 45 cents a 
bottle in Casablanca. 

We also have on our transport 
an energetic young Air Corps lieu- 
tenant who is holding French 
classes all over the ship. He is 
teaching his compatriots’ the 
French equivalent for “take it 
off!” in case our destination is a 
civilized city boasting burlesque 
houses. 

If you know the old. Army game, 
which Hoyle calls poker—draw, 
stud or spit-in-the-ocean—lifé on a 
transport can be a profitable ven- 
ture.

national advertising which offers 
an excellent chance for them to 
Zain and hold new clients, several 
leading advertising agencies said 
today in discussing copy placement 
problems. 

Several million dollars worth of 
advertising, which had been head- 
ed for magazine or radio outlets, 
is being revised for newspapers, 
advertising men said. 

Several of the leading magazines 
are turning away copy because of 
restrictions on paper, they ex-

ed and little is available to the 
advertiser who might have switch- 
ed from magazine copy to rad‘s 
broadcasts. 

Confronted with a tight situation 
in the magazine and radio field, a 
number of big-time advertisers 
were said to have instructed their 
advertising representatives to pre- 
pare plans and copy for national 
newspaper coverage. 

One copy placement chief in one 
of the larger acvertising agencies, 
who did not wish to be quoted di- 
rectly, said: 

“Within a month, the newspa- | 
pers should begin to cash in on ad- | 
ditional copy.”

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Senate. Refuses New Wartime Penny Arrives 
In Atlanta Almost Unnotice 


‘Victory Corps’ 
Appropriation 


Coalition Says Congress 
Has Not Authorized 


Project. 


WASHINGTON, March 12.—(/) 
A coalition of Democratic and Re- 
publican senators today swamped 
administration efforts to get funds 
for a high school “victory corps” 
headed by Captain Eddie Ricken- 
backer and for the care of chil- 
dren of working mothers on the 
ground that congress had not au- 
thorized these projects. 

The senate refused to include 
the funds in a $6,280,000,000 de- 
ficiency bill which was amended, 
passed and returned to the house. 
Funds for building 2,161 cargo 
ships accounted for 98 per cent 
of the total. 

Violent Opposition. 

Senator Hayden, Democrat, Ari- 
zona, managing the bill on the 
floor for the appropriations com- 
mittee, ran into violent opposition 
when he tried to bring up two 
committee-approved amendments 
carrying $3,182,000 to set the high 
school training corps rolling and 
$2,973,000 for grants to states to 
finance the child care program. 

The house previously had re- 
jected both proposals because they 
had not been authorized by con- 
gress. Senate Minority Leader 
McNary quickly registered the 
same objection, and Senators Byrd, 
of Virginia, and Gerry, of Rhode 
Island, jumped up from the Demo- 
cratic side of the aisle to support 
him. 

McNary declared it was “per- 
fectly absurd” to say that the 
child care program had to be ap- 
proved today, adding that neces- 
sary work could be carried out by 
the Works Projects Administra- 
tion, now on its way toward liqui- 
dation. The proposed appropria- 
tion would have defrayed ex- 
penses until June 30. Between 
now and then, McNary said, con- 
gress can decide what agency 
should take over the work. 

Victory Corps Plan. 

The high school victory corps, 
with Rickenbacker as chairman of 
the policy committee, was an- 
nounced last September by Paul 
V. McNutt, chairman of the War 
Man Power Commission, with in- 
dorsement of the Army, Navy and 
Commerce Departments. It was 
designed to mobilize high school 
students for training for war serv- 
ice and for participation in com- 
munity war efforts. 

McNary urged Hayden to with- 
draw the amendments, but the 
latter, reportedly at the request of 
the White House. moved to set 
aside the rules and consider them. 
He was in a shaky parliamentary 
Situation because the deficiency 
bill was under consideration only 


by sufferance of the senate, which 


was holding up scheduled debate 
on the farmers’ draft deferment 
measure. 

Amendments Withdrawn. 

Beaten soundly on a standing 
test vote, Hayden jumped grace- 
fully down off the legislative 
-teeter-totter, grinning, “I know 
when I'm licked.” He then with- 
drew the amendments, the senate 
wrote into the bill a $1,200,000 
fund for the care of babies born 
to the wives of enlisted men in 
the armed forces, and the measure 
was passed. 

Other senate amendments pro- 
vided an additional! $2,175,000 for 
an investigation of bauxite and 
alunite ores and aluminum clays, 
and $400,000 for the Lugert-Altus 
Reclamation Project in Oklahoma. 

Hayden later introduced the 
victory corps and child care pro- 
posals as separate bills, authoriz- 
ing the activities for the duration 
and providing the same amount 
of funds for the remainder of the 
fiscal year as was carried in the 
amendments. Both bills were re- 
ferred to the education and labor 
committee.

Six alien soldiers in Army posts

citizens of the United States at 
a naturalization ceremony in fed- 
eral court before Judge E. Mar- 
vin Underwood. 

Representing five foreign coun- 
tries, soldiers taking the citizen- 
ship oath were Albert Arthur 
Bertram, of England: Edward Al- 
lan Macleod, of Canada; Michael 
Joseph O’Brien, of Ireland: Florien 
Wilfrid Brien, of Canada; Pieter 
Tenunis Van Dyk, of Holland, and 
Manuel Suarez, of Spain. 

Becoming a citizen of the United 
States held special significance to 
Macleod who is a file clerk in the 
personnel branch of the army, be- 
cause it means that as an Ameri- 
can citizen he can ask for a dis- 
charge from the Army and become 
an electrician in some defense 
work. Macleod, who is 39, said 
he felt he would be helping the 
country more as an electrician in 
defense industry because of the 
demand for such workers, while 
some person trained as a file clerk 
could fill his place as such in the 
Army.
